T he view from the M anarin 0 rien- 
tal H otel was the most spectacular 
view of the coming of spring.

Enforcement 
Of Out-Of- 
State L i cense 
Plates 

D .C. residents who register their 
cars out-of-state can expect a 
$100 ticket. 

Cars with out-of-state plates parked 
overnight on public space are entered 
into a portable computer. After 15 days a 
warning citation is issued and placed on 
the vehicle. Fifteen days later, if the vehi¬ 
cle is parked overnight again, a ticket is 
issued. 

D.C. Code requires out-of-state vehi¬ 
cles remaining in the District for more 
than 30 days to be registered or to apply 
for a reciprocity sticker. The driver must 
be licensed in D.C. too. 

ThesameD.C. law then requires the 
D.C. registered vehicle to display a Dis¬ 
trict inspection sticker and be properly 
insured. 

Questions about the D.C. enforce¬ 
ment program can be directed to the 
Parking Services Administration through 
727-1000, where you leave a name and 
phone number for a call back from a D is- 
trict official.

I n our March '04 issue The South- 
wester had a photograph and story on 
an award given to Jefferson Jr. H igh 
teacher Jonathon Jou. H is history is typi¬ 
cal of thousands of immigrants to the 
U nited States who are making important 
contributions to our country. 

L i ke so many others M r. J ou was born 
and grew up in a famous land on the 
other side of the world, and his native 
language is totally different from ours. 
However, helearned English and speaksit 
better that many of us who were born 
here. H e is employed in teaching English 
to foreign-born students at Jefferson Jr. 
H igh in Near Southwest. 

M r. Jou's father and mother, who now 
live with him in Alexandria, were victim¬ 
ized because of who they were by the 
totalitarian regime in their country - a 
country we are trying to be friends with, 


but it has never been easy since 1946. 

Even before 1946 his country was 
thrown into great disarray through a bru¬ 
tal invasion and occupation by another 
nearby country. However, relations have 
much improved in the past 10 years or so. 

M r. Jou, like so many others, learned 
English well enough to lead English 
speaking tours, and through that was "res¬ 
cued" and sent to probably the most 
unusual college in America—St. John's 
College in Annapolis, for a graduate 
degree in the humanities. He is now 
working on another Masters—in Com¬ 
munications- at American U niversity. 

M r. Jou has chosen, as did his parents 
beforehim, to beateacher, which isneed- 
ed in any society. H e is enthusiastic and 
quite successful. As he is still young, his 
future is an open road.

Our walk continues at 4th and E St. 
S.W. Heading east on E St. S.W. is the 
large NASA Headquarters Bldg. It has 
two restaurants - the Grand Cafe and a 
small grill, as well as a cleaners, a gift 
shop, a variety store and a post office (11 
am - 2 pm). 

At the east end of E St. is the familiar 
restaurant M arket Inn. 

Around the corner from NASA near 
the Federal Center SW Metro on Third 
and D St. SW facing the Ford House 
Office Bldg, are Kelly's Food Works, Cafe 
Fifty N ine, Day Care at the Washington 
Office Center, the Design Center and 
Gold's Gym. 

Over on 6th St. SW on School St. 


S.W. across from the fire station are Cos¬ 
mos Cleaners, Subway Sandwich Shop, 
and a great deli called The Atrium Cafe, 
which has great coffee and pile-high 
carved turkey and roast beef sandwiches. 
They serve breakfast and lunch. 

At the 6th St. & D St. entrance to the 
Department of Transportation is a huge 
cafeteria that is open to the public. The 
friendly guards meet you at the top of the 
stairway leading down to theeatery, to see 
photo ID. The cafeteria has a grill and 
buffet. 

In the courtyard at lunchtime in the 
spring and summer months (at the top of 
the escalator for L'Enfant Plaza Metro) 
open air markets sell fresh fruits and veg¬ 
etables, with occasional free concerts in 
the courtyard.
